Quick News 


Expect Fire Season before July 4 


As the Breeze went to press, a spokesperson for the Ore- 
gon Department of Forestry estimated that fire season 
will begin officially in Clatsop County before July 4, 
2007. Burning is prohibited during fire season, which 
usually extends from July through October, but varies 
from year to year depending on the weather. For current 
information on fire season, call the local office of the De- 
partment of Forestry at 325-5451. 


Use Fireworks Elsewhere, Not in Surf Pines 


The association’s policy regarding fireworks is stated in 
the Owners’ Information Guide: “To reduce the risk to 
residents and property presented by fireworks, the use of 
fireworks of any kind, including firecrackers, is prohib- 
ited in Surf Pines, except on the public beach, where 
state laws are strictly enforced by the Clatsop County 
Sheriff and the Oregon State Police.” 


Meet with the Sunset Lake Community Association 


The Sunset Lake Community Association, which is de- 
voted to saving the lake, typically meets on the second 
Saturday of the month at 10:00 a.m. The next meeting is 
scheduled for July 14, 2007, at 10:00 a.m. at the new 
meeting house. If you live either on the lake or near it (or 
if you enjoy the lake no matter where you live), then you 
are welcome to attend the meetings.

Slow Speeders on the Lake 


The speed limit on Sunset Lake is 10 miles per hours. The 
fine for exceeding the speed limit is $242. To slow speed- 
ers, report speeding to the Clatsop County Sheriff's De- 
partment at 325-8635. Do not confront a speeder. Do not 
endanger yourself. But do get a number for the boat and 
as complete a description as possible of the boat, the 
boater, and the occurrence of speeding, including time 
and place. 


Remember That Dues Are Due 


Bill Barrons, Administrator, reminds that dues, which 
are billed in arrears, are due by the end of the month in 
which you receive a statement and are delinquent there- 
after. For example, a statement dated July 1, which is 
for dues during April, May, and June, is due by July 31. 
Payment is delinquent thereafter. 
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Know the Consequences of a Delinquent Payment 


Bill Barrons, Administrator, explains that if a pay- 
ment is delinquent for either dues, a fee, or an assess- 
ment, then the balance is re-billed each month until it 
is paid. A late charge is added to the balance each 
month, $15 in the case of dues and either $15 or 5%, 
whichever is larger, in the case of either a fee or an as- 
sessment. If a payment is delinquent for 4 months, 
then the next re-billing includes a “Notice of Pending 
Lien.” And if a payment for the balance due is still 
delinquent 15 days after the date of the “Notice of 
Pending Lien,” then a lien on the property is filed with 
the county and the cost of filing the lien is added to 
the balance due. 


Pay on Time and in Full to Avoid Late Charges 


Bill Barrons, Administrator, reports that a few mem- 
bers who have been delinquent in paying either dues, a 
fee, or an assessment have ignored the added late 
charge of $15 or 5%. Ignoring a late charge results in 
an additional late charge. Here is an example. A mem- 
ber is billed for dues of $100 at the beginning of July, 
but does not pay by the end of July. At the beginning 
of August, the member is re-billed $115: the original 
$100 plus a $15 late charge. The member pays only 
$100 during August, ignoring the late charge, and 
leaving an unpaid balance of $15. If that $15 is unpaid 
at the end of August, then, at the beginning of Sep- 
tember, the member is re-billed $30: the unpaid $15 
late charge from August plus a $15 late charge for Sep- 
tember. The association encourages members to avoid 
all late charges by paying on time and in full.

Members will consider a proposed amendment to the Articles of Incorporation. The amendment deletes 
this sentence from Article X: “Unimproved property shall be assessed at one-half the assessment on im- 
proved property.” The effect of the amendment is that it equalizes the dues for owners of improved and 
unimproved property at $100 per quarter. The rationale for the amendment is that equal dues are ap- 
propriate because the benefits of membership in the Surf Pines Association are essentially equal for all 
members and properties. 


The “Notice of Annual Meeting” will include the complete text of the amendment.

For Safety’s Sake, Check the Location of Your Mailbox ae

Along the roads of Surf Pines, a few mailboxes are located so close to the edge of the pavement that, 
when large vehicles meet as they travel in opposite directions, drivers must choose between risking a 
collision with either an oncoming vehicle or a stationary mailbox. 


The U.S. Post Office requires only that the bottom of a mailbox be approximately 38 inches above the 
ground and that the mailbox be close enough to the road so that the postal carrier can easily deposit 
mail in it. Historically, the Roads and Grounds Committee has recommended that the front of a mail- 
box should be a minimum of 18 inches from the edge of the pavement, a recommendation that was pub- 
lished in the Breeze in 2005 and again in 2006. 


The committee will identify any mailbox that is less than 18 inches from the edge of the pavement. The 
owner will be asked via mail to move the mailbox. If the owner does not move the mailbox, then, for 
safety’s sake, the committee will move it for the owner and the association will bill the owner for the 
work.
